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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Again  this  year  we  are  able  to  report  the  town  is  in  good 
financial  condition,  with  no  outstanding  debt. 

During  the  past  year  continued  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  improvement  of  our  Public  Highways.  This  is  due  in 
part  by  better  supervision  by  the  present  Highway  Surveyor 
in  requiring  a fair  day’s  work  from  employees,  thereby  cutting 
the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  which  has  provided  funds  for  new 
work  such  as  Friend  and  Burt  Streets. 

In  the  past  year  by  Act  of  the  Legislature,  reimbursement 
under  Chapter  81  was  increased  by  $25.00  per  mile.  In  the 
present  year  this  is  further  increased  by  an  addition  of  $25.00 
per  mile,  making  a total  reimbursement  of  $275.00  per  mile  for 
Chapter  81  work.  Seventy-five  dollars  per  mile  may  be  used 
for  snow  removal.  Good  roads  are  an  asset  to  any  town  and 
the  improvements  made  in  the  past  four  years  clearly  show  the 
residents  of  the  Town  appreciate  such  improvements. 

We  do  not  propose  any  new  projects  under  Chapter  90 
this  year,  as  we  fully  realize  that  a substantial  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  is  unavoidable  through  the  increased  cost  of  the  Relief 
Program.  We  propose  to  eliminate  a bad  curve  on  Porter 
Street,  this  being  taken  care  of  under  Chapter  81.  A taking 
of  land  will  be  necessary. 

We  shall  not  approve  any  increase  in  appropriations  unless 
such  increases  are  necessary.  It  is  our  purpose  to  continue  to 
keep  the  expenditures  down,  consistent  with  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  meets  in  the  Town  Hall  every 
Monday  evening  at  7:30  P.  M.  except  holidays.  Our  meet  in 
are  open  to  all  persons  having  business  which  they  wish  to 
bring  before  the  Board  or  to  discuss  any  and  all  questions  per- 
taining to  the  Town’s  business. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  co-operated  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town  business.

RECOUNTS 

As  a result  of  the  filing  of  petitions  in  the  town  clerk’s 
office,  a recount  of  the  ballots  cast  at  the  annual  town  election 
for  the  offices  of  Selectman,  Assessor,  Highway  Surveyor  and 
Tree  Warden  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  March  24.  The  re- 
sult of  the  recount  shows  definitely  the  care  taken  by  the  elec- 
tion officers  in  the  counting  of  votes;  the  only  changes  shown 
by  the  recount  being  a one- vote  gain  for  the  winning  candidate 
for  selectman,  and  a one-vote  loss  for  the  losing  candidate  for 
highway  surveyor;  these  in  a total  vote  cast  of  550,  a new 
record  for  the  town.  I wish  publicly  to  thank  the  tellers,  who 
have  worked  so  well  with  me  during  the  past  several  years, 
for  their  careful  attention  in  counting  ballots. 
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SUMMARY  OF  STATE  AUDIT  REPORT 

Mr.  Francis  X.  Lang,  Director  of  Accounts

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the 
period  from  October  24,  1948,  the  date  of  the  previous  exam- 
ination, to  October  12,  1949,  the  following  report  being  sub- 
mitted thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  were  listed,  the 
general  and  appropriation  accounts  kept  by  the  accounting 
officer  were  analyzed,  and  a balance  sheet,  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  on  October  12,  1949,  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the 
disbursements  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s  warrant 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  added  throughout  for  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  audit,  and  the  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  October 
12,  1949  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposits  and  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income 
was  proved  and  the  balances  were  found  to  be  as  reported. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  from  the  tax  levies  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  the  reported  redemptions 
and  foreclosures  were  checked,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were 
listed,  proved,  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  tax,  excise,  and  assessment  ac- 
counts outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as 
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well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited  and 
reconciled  with  the  assessors’  warrants  for  their  collection. 

The  real  estate  taxes  for  the  levy  of  1949  were  not  com- 
mitted by  the  assessors  to  the  collectors  on  the  audit  date,  and 
the  levy  was  set  up  on  the  balance  sheet  based  on  the  net 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  as  appearing  on  the  recapitu- 
lation sheet  of  the  assessors  in  the  determination  of  the  tax 
rate  for  1949. 

The  collector’s  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the 
assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  and  assessment  accounts  were 
verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  it  would  appear  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men, the  town  clerk,  and  the  police  department  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for  the  town 
were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  and  assessment,  tax  title, 
and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  the  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

We  have  assisted  Mr.  Tinkham  of  the  Registry  on  Periodic 
Inspection  checkups.  We  patroled  the  town  on  July  3rd  and 
4th,  and  Halloween.  During  Dog  Racing  period,  Police  Offi- 
cers directed  traffic  at  various  intersections  for  a period  of  100 
days.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Tinkham  we  have  checked 
on  speeding  by  the  School  and  School  Buses. 

To  provide  greater  safety  for  the  children,  The  Berkley 
Police  Association  has  purchased  “Traffic  Sentinels”  for  the 
School  and  “Drive  Safely”,  “We  Love  Our  Children”  signs  for 
some  of  the  thickly  settled  areas. 

We  have  increased  our  equipment  by  purchasing,  Flares, 
Handcuffs,  New  Badges,  and  other  miscellaneous  equipment. 

I have  taken  great  pleasure  in  serving  you  as  Chief  of 
Police  and  I hope  that  I have  been  worthy  of  my  appointment. 
I thank  you  and  the  Police  Officers  for  your  excellent  co-opera- 
tion in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  department.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Town  has  been  fortunate  again  this  past  year  in  the 
small  amount  of  damage  caused  by  fires  not  only  in  regard  to 
forest  fires,  but  also  in  regard  to  buildings. 

In  the  past  year  the  Department  answered  a total  of  26 
calls,  14  for  forest  fires,  3 grass  fires,  3 chimney  fires  and  4 for 
buildings.  In  addition,  there  were  some  false  alarms. 

We  have  increased  our  equipment  in  the  past  year  by  the 
addition  of  one  portable  pump,  600  feet  of  fire  hose,  two  spray 
nozzles  and  equipment  for  the  repair  of  fire  hose.  In  the 
coming  year,  it  is  necessary  to  purchase  at  least  two  gas  masks 
to  conform  with  State  Laws,  and  an  extension  ladder. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,200.00  for  1950. 

At  this  time,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
co-operation  of  Henry  Burt,  State  Deputy  Forest  Warden, 
whose  assistance  with  other  State  fire  fighting  equipment,  the 
Taunton  and  Freetown  Fire  Departments,  for  their  prompt 
assistance  at  a critical  time,  to  the  Taunton  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross  and  to  our  own  men  who  have  cooperated  in  assisting 
me  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

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SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT 

Old  Age  Assistance 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Supervisor  for  the  year  1949, 
it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  mind  the  increasing  cost  of  our  Public 
Welfare  Program.  The  cost  per  case  was  further  increased  in 
December  by  the  allowance  of  $4.00  per  case  for  Leisure  Time 
Activities  in  all  Old  Age  Assistance  cases. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  have  been  $26,432.07  for  aid, 
plus  $1,756.99  for  medical  care,  a total  of  $28,189.06.  In  addi- 
tion, $1,362.48  was  paid  to  other  cities  and  towns,  for  a total  of 
$29,551.54  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 

Total  expenditures  for  this  category  have  been  $3,329.72, 
an  increase  of  $1,542.69  over  the  previous  year. 

Temporary  Aid 

Total  expenditures  for  Temporary  Aid  has  been  $3,517.28, 
an  increase  of  $355.46  over  the  past  year. 

Administrative  Expense 

Administrative  expenses  covering  all  categories  has  been 
$1,179.06.  This  sum  includes  $150.00  salary  for  the  Board  of 
Welfare.  The  net  cost  to  the  Town  is  $550.80. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  as 
members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  his  valued 
assistance  and  to  our  highly  efficient  Clerk,  Miss  Ruth  Avery, 
whose  work  has  been  excellent.  For  your  fine  co-operation, 
I express  my  sincere  thanks.

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WEAN  at  7:05  a.m.  and  8:20  a.m.  and  over  Radio 
Station  WBZ  at  7:05  a.m.,  7 :30  a.m.,  and  8:30  a.m.  Parents  are 
urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  ad- 
visable. 


Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are 
filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.

Herewith  is  submitted  my  seventh  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  Incorpo- 
rated herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee. 
Although  we  might  discuss  at  length  the  many  phases  of  our 
educational  program  and  our  philosophy  of  education  in  the 
Berkley  school  system,  a policy  of  brevity  seems  to  be  the  one 
that  is  generally  accepted  as  adequate. 

Financial 

This  year  the  town  received  in  reimbursements  from  the 
State  on  account  of  schools  the  sum  of  $14,593.17  which  was 
$1,753.24  less  than  was  received  in  1948.  The  failure  of  the 
Legislature  to  make  any  provision  for  reimbursement  for 
vocational  school  transportation  and  its  failure  to  make  any 
adjustment  for  high  school  tuition,  accounts  for  this  decrease. 
Bills  are  being  considered  this  year  to  remedy  this  unfair  situa- 
tion. The  amending  of  Chapter  71,  Section  64,  of  the  General 
Laws  approximately  doubles  the  reimbursement  paid  on  ac- 
count of  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Henceforth  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  for  the  services 
of  a Superintendent  will  be  $296.67  per  year. 

Of  the  118  towns  in  the  State  with  populations  under  5000 
and  not  maintaining  a high  school,  only  in  six  is  the  amount  of 
taxes  paid  per  capita  less  than  in  Berkley. 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  in  December,  $500.00  was 
transferred  from  the  regular  school  account  for  the  purpose  of 
drilling  a well.  This  money  became  available  in  the  tuition 
account  because  of  students  leaving  high  school  during  the 
year. 


Personnel 

Mrs.  Lois  Snow,  music  supervisor  in  Berkley  for  fifteen 
years,  resigned  because  of  superannuation.  Her  work  was 
always  of  high  calibre,  she  was  most  conscientious  and  co- 
operative, and  she  had  a sincere  interest  in  the  progress  and 
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general  welfare  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  Berkley.  We  regret 
that  she  could  no  longer  remain  with  us  at  the  Berkley  School. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Hayward,  a graduate  of  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity School  of  Music  and  an  experienced  music  supervisor, 
was  chosen  to  replace  Mrs.  Snow.  Her  interest  and  ability  in 
instrumental  music  makes  it  possible  for  pupils  to  receive  free 
instrumental  instruction  and  also  makes  it  possible  for  us  to 
eventually  have  a school  orchestra. 

After  four  years  of  teaching  in  the  first  grade,  Mrs.  Marion 
Redford  resigned  in  June  to  be  married.  The  Berkley  School 
Committee  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  find  a capable  teacher 
for  the  vacancy.  Mrs.  Catherine  L.  Murphy,  a graduate  of 
the  Lesley  School  and  a resident  of  Swansea,  was  chosen  for 
the  position. 

Mr.  Walter  Hamilton  resigned  in  October  as  janitor  at 
the  school.  The  School  Committee  advertised  in  the  news- 
papers for  candidates  and  selected  Mr.  Russell  E.  Combs  for 
the  vacancy. 

Berkley  continues  to  be  fortunate  in  having  a minimum  of 
changes  in  its  teaching  staff.  With  elementary  teachers  con- 
tinuing to  be  very  scarce  and  with  no  likelihood  of  improve- 
ment within  the  next  few  years,  the  townspeople  can  congrat- 
ulate themselves  on  being  foresighted  enough  to  have  made 
salary  adjustments  last  year  that  would  help  keep  the  teaching 
force  intact. 


Enrollment 

After  remaining  fairly  static  for  the  past  few  years,  the 
enrollment  at  the  Berkley  School  has  increased  considerably 
since  last  year.  The  number  of  pupils  increased  from  150  on 
October  1,  1948,  to  161  on  October  1,  1949.  On  January  1, 
1950,  this  number  had  increased  further  to  a total  of  174.  With 
an  enrollment  of  32  pupils  we  have  the  largest  first  grade  group 
in  many  years.  Should  this  influx  of  children  continue  we  will 
face  some  serious  problems  relative  to  housing.  Our  class- 
rooms are  close  to  their  maximum  capacities,  in  fact  we  have 
many  more  than  is  desirable  in  some  of  the  rooms.  Should 
the  school  population  continue  to  expand,  the  opening  of  the 
auditorium  for  classroom  purposes  will  become  necessary. 
Such  an  eventuality  will  pose  a number  of  problems  of  adjust- 
ment, among  them  being  the  addition  of  another  teacher,  pur- 
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chase  of  desks,  purchase  of  blackboards,  and  the  consideration 
of  a solution  of  the  heating  problem.  Perhaps  the  town  office 
problem  and  the  heating  one  can  be  solved  at  one  time  by 
provisions  being  made  for  office  facilities  at  the  school. 

School  Plant 

The  shortage  of  water  at  the  school  necessitated  noon 
dismissal  on  seven  occasions  during  the  fall.  At  a special 
Town  Meeting  approval  was  secured  for  the  drilling  of  a well 
to  remedy  a water  situation  that  bordered  on  the  precarious 
even  in  other  years.  Five  hundred  dollars  from  the  regular 
school  appropriation  and  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  Dental 
Clinic  appropriation  was  made  available  for  this  project.  The 
encountering  of  technical  difficulties  at  approximately  two 
hundred  feet  in  depth  made  it  necessary  for  the  driller  to  start 
over  again  in  a different  location.  At  this  writing  the  driller 
has  again  approached  the  two  hundred  foot  depth  without 
securing  an  adequate  water  flow.  The  necessity  of  changing 
locations  does  not  entail  any  additional  obligations  on  the  part 
of  the  Town. 

The  Committee  paid  the  Mack  Construction  Company  the 
sum  of  $362.50  for  a blacktop  job  at  the  front  of  the  school. 
This  much  needed  project  eliminates  the  dust  and  mud  con- 
dition at  the  front  of  the  building  and  makes  available  a clean 
and  dry  area  for  play  purposes.  We  hope  that  an  expansion  of 
this  project  will  be  possible  next  year. 

During  the  summer  the  janitor  thoroughly  washed  the 
floors  of  the  building  and  removed  as  much  oil  and  scum  as 
possible,  preparatory  to  sealing  and  waxing  the  floors.  This 
work  made  for  improvement  not  only  in  appearance  of  the 
floors  but  also  from  a health  and  cleanliness  point  of  view. 
Two  ceilings  were  repainted,  broken  window  cords  were  re- 
placed, most  of  the  exterior  painting  was  completed,  a coal 
bin  was  built,  and  the  general  cleaning  was  undertaken.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  the  new  janitor  made  bookcases,  repaired  and 
painted  the  cellar  window  screens,  and  made  benches  for 
outside.  New  curtains  were  made  for  the  auditorium  stage. 
The  urinals  in  the  boys’  toilet  room  were  put  in  working  con- 
dition. 

The  Dighton  Vocational  boys  made  new  backstops  that 
will  be  installed  when  permission  has  been  received  to  use 
the  area  opposite  the  school.

General 

The  availability  of  the  motion  picture  projector  makes  it 
possible  for  us  to  continue  with  our  visual  education  program 
that  is  functioning  very  well  except  during  the  months  when 
we  are  unable  to  use  our  unheated  auditorium. 

Each  year  coal  bids  are  solicited.  This  year  the  Church 
Coal  Company  was  awarded  the  contract  at  a bid  of  $18.86 
per  ton. 

It  is  regretted  that  we  had  no  dental  clinic  during  the  past 
year,  especially  when  we  realize  that  most  of  the  children  re- 
quire dental  attention.  As  has  been  pointed  out  before,  the 
expenditure  of  funds  for  a dental  clinic  is  a function  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  regardless  of  the  vote  of  the  Town,  no 
other  group  can  usurp  this  authority.  The  School  Committee 
had  no  legal  right  to  contract  for  dental  services  nor  could  it 
expend  any  of  the  money  that  was  added  to  the  school  appro- 
priation at  the  Town  Meeting  last  March  for  this  purpose. 

The  Berkley  School  is  well  equipped  with  textbooks,  sup- 
plies, and  general  equipment,  although  it  will  be  necessary 
to  purchase  additional  desks  during  the  coming  year.  We 
also  need  a vacuum  cleaner  and  a new  record  player.  The 
purchase  of  a used  typewriter  has  aided  in  the  preparation  of 
school  duplicating  work  and  in  the  printing  of  the  school 
paper.  Our  very  efficient  and  cooperative  school  staff  con- 
tinues to  maintain  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  at  a high  level 
and  continues  to  inculcate  in  the  boys  and  girls  those  qualities 
that  make  for  excellent  school  morale  and  good  citizenship. 

Conclusion 

I am  sure  that  with  the  continued  financial  and  moral 
support  of  the  people  of  Berkley,  and  with  their  enthusiasm 
and  cooperation  we  shall  be  able  to  steadily  improve  the  type 
of  school  experiences  that  make  for  good  schools  and  efficient 
education. 

The  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent  are  ex- 
tremely grateful  to  the  Town  officials  for  their  cooperation  and 
to  the  townspeople  for  their  willingness  to  assist  our  school 
whenever  called  upon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Public  Health 
nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar  School. 

A physical  examination  has  been  given  to  every  school 
pupil  by  Charles  M.  Souza,  M.  D.,  school  physician.  Seventy- 
seven  notices  were  sent  home  to  parents  notifying  them  of 
defects  needing  corrective  treatment. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  tooth 
cavities  due  to  the  absence  of  the  Dental  Clinic.  It  is  hoped 
the  Dental  Clinic  will  be  permanently  established  this  year. 

Sixty-seven  children  attended  the  toxoid  clinic.  Twenty- 
seven  children  had  the  treatment  to  prevent  diphtheria.  Forty 
children  had  a booster  dose  of  diphtheria  toxoid.  Berkley 
Grammar  School  has  the  splendid  percentage  of  79%  of  pupils 
having  been  inocculated  against  diphtheria.  The  State  ob- 
jective is  60%. 

Forty-nine  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  were  given  the 
Massachusetts  Vision  Test.  This  test  is  for  near  sight,  far  sight, 
muscle  balance  and  correct  reading  distance.  Eight  pupils 
failed  the  test.  Four  of  these  pupils  have  had  corrective  treat- 
ment. Pupils  in  the  lower  grades  are  to  have  this  test  later 
in  the  year. 

Twenty-four  children  attended  the  Pre-school  Clinic. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  school  and  clinic  duties,  many 
home  visits  have  been  made  to  acquaint  the  parents  with  the 
school  health  program  and  assure  them  of  our  willingness  to 
help  them  at  any  time. 

The  school  health  program  is  running  smoothly.  The 
continued  interest  and  help  of  the  teachers  is  most  gratifying 
and  very  much  appreciated. 

January  20th  through  February  17th  the  Pure  Tone  Hear- 
ing Test  is  to  be  given  to  as  many  children  as  possible  in  that 
length  of  time.  Christine  B.  Higgins,  Nursing  Supervisor  of 
Public  Health  Nurses  in  this  district,  will  be  here  to  assist  with 
this  test.

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

The  following  is  my  report  from  September  through 
December  of  1949. 

There  are  some  objectives  toward  which  I am  working. 
The  main  one  is  the  thorough  enjoyment  of  music  by  all  the 
children.  Other  aims  are  to  develop  the  ability  to  sing  well 
and  in  tune,  with  a good  tone,  and  to  teach  the  children  to 
read  music  well. 

All  of  the  classes  have  an  unusual  receptiveness  in  listen- 
ing to  music.  In  the  present  day  of  radio  and  television,  I hope 
I may  guide  the  children  toward  a wise  discrimination  of  the 
better  music  programs.  This  can  be  done  by  the  use  of  a good 
record  player  and  an  adequate  record  library,  plus  a program 
devised  for  listening  activities. 

An  instrumental  program  has  been  started.  The  interest 
and  efforts  of  teachers  and  children  has  been  excellent,  but 
without  the  backing  of  the  parents  we  could  hardly  have 
begun.  All  pupils  are  urged  to  study  privately  with  a special- 
ized teacher  of  their  own  instrument.  For  those  who  are  un- 
able to  do  so,  I have  devoted  a small  portion  of  time  to  each, 
during  the  school  day,  to  get  them  started.  There  are  ten 
violins,  one  trumpet,  one  clarinet,  and  three  drum  students. 
Two  other  boys  are  studying  trumpet  and  saxophone  privately. 
This  is  the  nucleus  for  the  orchestra  which  we  hope  to  have 
by  the  end  of  this  school  term.  We  need  a more  diversified 
instrumentation,  and  I hope  that  will  come  later.  Children 
from  the  fourth  grade  through  the  eighth  grade  are  partici- 
pating.
